Sbrady and Doug- 
lass. The afternoon has been a quiet one 
with good slumber alternately upon the bed 
and an easy chair. AH the time for tbe night 
visit aulved the general became apprehensive

There is a rumor on tbe 
street now that Dr. Douglass stated tbat Gen- 
eral Grant would not live 21 bourn.

Schradysaid: "Dr. Douglas* called 
for me about 1.30 Sunday morning when on 
tbe way to General Grant's, where he bad 
bc-u summoned by mauseocer.

He had come back 
to remain all night. Dr. Shrady soon joined 
him for the same purpose. 


At 0 p. m. Uoinero, the Mexican minister, 


called at the house. Ills stay was short. 
When asked on Fifth avenue about tbe 
patient and tbe outlook be said; "Ot course 
no one can foretell with certainty. The dis- 
ease until recently was within the power ot 
tbe doctors, but now it has gone quite beyond 
them. The general may live ten days and he 
may die in two hours. I fear he is going to 
choke to death. If tbe disease reaches an 
artery the danger of choking Is uicrr*sed and 
death by tbat means becomes almost inevita- 
ble. Members of the family are now at tbe 
general's Decide. Doct >rs are there too, but 
they keep back a* much as possible.
